Mayor Kreismann’'s speeches and public 
documents, beginning with the letter to 
the Municipal Voters’ League. 


Discussed the Letter. 


“There was fear among the Repub- 
lican leaders,” said. the friend of the 
attorney, “that the league would indorse 
William F. Woerner, the Democratic 
candidate. The Republicans wanted at 
least an, even break, and it was thought 
a strong letter ta the teatvue was neces- 
sary to get it. 


this letter, It was no particular secret 
among a dozen’ or so of Mayor Kreis- 


written the letter, and I think it was 
read and discussed, but in its final form 
sent to the league just as Johnson had 
written it, but of course signed by. Mr. 
Kreismann. 

‘During the campaign Kreismann was 
in Johnson’s office very much of the 
time. He. and Johnson campaigned the 
city together. Johnson worked long and 
hard on Kreismann’s opening speech of 
the” campaign, delivered at Concordia 
Hall March 17. 

Furnished Ideas, 

‘He not only furnished the language 
of the speech, but practically all of the 
ideas, It was just as much of a John- 
son speech as any of the speeches Mr. 
Johnson delivered himself in behalf of 
Mr. Kreismann. 

“Duplicate copies of the speech were 
made for the press in Mr. Johnson's 
office, and he has carbon copies of the 
originals in his files. 

“Kreismann wanted practically a new 
speech for the closing of the campaign 
at the Coliseum, where Gov. Hadley 
spoke: Mr. Johnson wrote every line 
of the speech he delivered to the big 
ferowd of 15,000 people. 

“[ recall very well the closing para- 
graph in ‘the .Concordia Hall speech. 
There was talk that Kreismann was Jep 
Howe's candidate for Mayor, and 
whether he was or not, it was thought 
best for him to say something on the 
subject.

“Snitching,’’ the cardinal sin, accord- 
ing to gang ethics, was officially con- 
demned Monday morning by a Coroner’s 


jury, which chose to ignore the dying 
statement of Michael (“Mickey”) Reed 
that he was shot by John (‘‘Babe’’) 
Gleason, and returned a@ verdict that 
Reed came to his death from a gunshot 
wound inflicted by a. revolver in the 
hands of a person unknown to the jury; 

Following the inquest, Gleason was 
released after a conference between Cir- 
cult Attorney Jones and Chief of Police 
Creecy. . They decided, because of the 
outcome ,of the Coroner's hearing, that 
the evidence against: him was. insuffi- 
cient to be presented to the grand jury. 

Of the witnesses summonéd to the in- 
quest, which was continued from a ses- 
sion Friday, three could not be found, 
according to the police. One was Martin 
Hyland, said to be one of the organizers 
of the Woodbine Club, 2500 Cass avenue, 
it is alleged Reed was shot on the Sun- 
day morning after Christmas day. An- 
other was Patrick Brenpan, bartender 
at the club. The third was Laurence 
Johnson, chauffeur for a taxicab com- 


pany, who drove the wounded man from’ 


Jefferson and Washington avenues to 
the City Dispensary. 
Witnesses’ Memory Poor. 

All the other witnesses seemed to be 
seized, in the opinion of Rosskopf, who 
assisted Dr. Carriere in conducting the 
inquest, with violent lapses of memory.

Lewis and Everett Dufour of this city, 
were today indicted on the charge of 
conspiracy and of using the mails for 
fraudulent purposes. 

The presentments were the batooens of 
a.raid on. the offiees of the National 
Trust Co. here by Postoffice inspectors 
last September. : 

The company’s scheme for guaranty of 
stock of other companies on the basis 


of a commission of 1 per cent of thet 
stock guaranteed was worked in connéc- 
tion with the National Trust Co..of Del- 
aware which, according to the. inspec- 
tors, was organized with $1,000,000 cap- 
ital, and the Washington concern’s orig- 
inal capitalization had been increased to 
$500,000. ’ 

Lewis is said to have figured conspic- 
uously as an official of both companies. 
The inspectors sa> they failed to find 
any material funds to justify the guar- 
anty claims.

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| BY WAY OF CONTRAST. 

Weary of the bickering over Cook and Peary, 
feeling that the fiasco of the one is hardly more 
depressing than the dull triumph of the, other, 
those who delight in seeing honor done to the 
heroes of daring adventure can find satisfaction 
in reading reports of the bright career of Lieut. 
Shackleton, who, though he did not reach the 
South Pole, managed to bring back a wonder- 
fully interesting story of how he failed to reach 
it. 

No one has demanded of the explorer of the 
Antarctic that he tell it to the Danes. No one 
has lost money by getting him to lecture. No one 
has jeered.at him. No one.has made him the 
subject of a mocking cartoon. On the contrary, 
he received on his return all the honors of his 
country, and is still enjoying them. A recent 
letter from Dublin says: “Sir’ Ernest Shackle- 
ton lectured here early this week, and at Belfast 
on Thursday. At Dublin Lord Aberfeen was 
in the chair, while at Belfast the Lord Mayor, 
Sir Robert Anderson, introduced the explorer 
by reminding the audience that Shackleton is an 
Irishman.” 

So the British hero goes the rounds and finds 
people claiming kinship with him everywhere. 
He lives in something. better than limelight, for 
he is taken into the,warm light of the hearths 
and homes of his countrymen. It is a pleasant 
story to read, for, after all, however’ interesting 
a fight may be, a wholesome story of due honor 
done to a brave man is more interesting still.

Technicalities Delay Justice. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Under headline “Judges Believe Technicalities: De- 
lay Justice,”’ you present a symposium of judictal 
opinion as to the distressing ‘condition of the 24- 
ministration of justice in this State. The variety of 
views as to our unhappy condition reminds one of 
a judicial opinion of a divided court. Some of the 
distinguished speakers would cheerfully unload the 
blame upon lazy lawyers, who, without discrimina- 
tion as to the merits of their causes, hurl into the 
courts conglomerate masses of matter from over- 
worked typewriters, thus imposing upon judges the 
duty of sifting the mass to find what, if anything, 
in the brief or record is worth eonsideration. This 
charge has much foundation in fact, and S8Uch prac- 
tice is based on the fisherman’s maxim that one can- 
not tell what bait may catch a fish. Others impute 
‘phd conditions to technicalities and broadly hint 
that astute lawyers overcome the courts with quidi- 
ties and sophistries, technicalities and other things 
tending to lead the judicial mind astray from the 
true merits of the controversy: These thinkers would 
devoutly hail the coming of a power by which this 
pest could be combatted successfully. Yet there !s 
a statute in this State, nearly as old as its jurispru- 
dence, which distinctly provides the. much-needed 
remedy. Section 8 of the Revised Statutes of 18” 
provides: ‘“‘The Supreme Court or courts of appeal 
shall not reverse the judgment of any court, unless 
it shall believe that.error was committed by such 
Court against the appellant or plaintiff in error, and 
materially affecting the merits of the action.” Why 
go to England for relief? Why not obey the Mis- 
souril statutes? This statute does not allow an ¢r- 
ror to prevail unless the Appellate Court is gatisfied 
it prejudiced the complaining parties on the merits. 
Such error is not presumed to be prejudicial, as some 
dicta of courts have held, but the contrary, and It is 
only by satisfying the Appellate Court that it did 
prejudice the applicant that a court has the warrant 
of law to reverse. Suppose the courts should deter- 
mine to obey this statute ag they did for many 
years, this complaint about reversals for technicall- 
ties would disappear. Of course there are certain 
omissions that may deprive an Appellate Court of 
jurisdiction to mete out justice. These cases are 
quite rare, and constitute a small part of the vol- 


ume of injustice about which there is such an out- 
cry.
